cars was sent out of Mauch Chunk about 
1 Vclock ami was due at Ashk-y shortly 
aftc»- !L It was in charge of A. T. Law, 
conductor, and drawn by engine -lli">, 
ihe engine driver being John 1'ehig nl 
M..uch Chunk. At Laurel Uun, four miles 
from Ashley, where the heavy down 
nmiintaiii grade commences, the train got 
beyond control. How this happened can- 
not be learned. 


The train gained speed as it rushed 


down the. mountain and as it ncarod Ash- 
ley \vas going at a terrific rate. The men 
in the Ashley yards, startled by the roar 
of the approaching train, had only time to 
see the lire Hying along the track as the 
brakeineu jammed down the brakes in a 
vain endeavor to check the speed of the 
hurling train, but the wheels would not 
hold on tlie wet and slippery rails. 


At the foot of tho mountain and right 


at the entrance of the Ashley yards was 
engine 
3-JO. 
a "helper," 
which, 
was 


about to start up the mountain with u 
train then being drawn up. Back nl' ihis 
engine, about ."iO or tit) yards, was a shift- 
ing engine which was waiting for orders. 


The runaway train crashed into tap 


''helper." Picking this up. the oiiriishiug 
engine carried the other one with scarce- 
ly diminished speed alnm; the track into 
ihe shilling engine, and there the wreck 
piled up.

But when the train struck the tirst en- 


gine the noise ol' it was a whisper com- 
pared with the roar of the explosion that 
followed and which wrecked the round- 
house, shattered seven engines nearby, 
tore up tracks UK if they had been a 
spider's web and hurled masses of iron, 
rails and ties in all directions. It was the 
explosion of H5 tons of dynamite. 


All the "nouses in the town of Ashley 


were shaken mid those ut Nanticokc, I'ly- 
nioulb. Edwardsville, Olen Lyon. New- 
town, Kingston. Forty Fort and this city 
trembled. 


In Ashley, which surrounds and hangs 


over tho shops and the railroad yard, tlie 
sivne was terrifying. 


"Where the oar of dynamite was blown 


up there vrns a big bole in the ground, 
and around it the wreck was strewn, 
while almost a quarter of a mile away 
were piled the ruins of the three engines, 
and ou top of them the cars. Tart of the 
roof of the roundhouse was blown off. the 
biir smokestacks were toppled down like 
straws, a water tank was shattered and 
blown aloni; the track, drenching the 
crew of au engine lying near, and live en- 
gines on the sidings and three iu the 
roundhouse were wrecked by the force of 
the explosion. 


The loss is estimated at ija.riOO.Ono. 


The confusion is still so great that it is 
not i\l all certain the list of the dead 
and injured is complete.

He is, bcsidc-s a puzzle maker, an art- 
ist of some ability, the inventor of several 
mechanical devices, a. clever writer, a fine 
chess player and a profound and original 
mathematician. 
His ability iu mathe- 


matics is at the bottom of most of his suc- 
cessful puzzles and problems, though some 
of his contrivances can be tractil to uo oth- 
er source tliau knack and natural ingenu- 
ity. As he himself says of the*.-, ho "just 
happened to hit on them." In general his 
puzzles may be divided into two classes— 
those which are based upon some scientific 
principle and ihose which are mr-rsly 
chauct' puzzles. This last class may be sub- 
divided again into puzzler requiring mcu- 
tul dexterity and those requiring manual 
dexterity to solve them. 


Of the first class the famous 15 block 


puzzle is a good esample, and as instances 
of the two divisions of the second may be 
cited the galloping horse, which brandished 
its maddening legs in the face of a dis- 
tracted public to the extent of 100,000,000 
copies, and the ''pigs in clover," original- 
ly ''L:i Petit Bagatelle, "which spread ruin 
and devastation over the nervous systems 
of four continents only a few years ago 
with its obstinately perverse marbles run- 
ning in all directions except the right one 
arourd the little circular tracks. 


Probably this and the 15 block puzzle 


are the most prominent of Mr. Loyd's in- 
ventions. To solve the pigs in clover puz- 
zle calls for steadiness of nerve, control of 
temper and perseverance. Nobody has over 
solved the 15 puzzle.

Wliy CTUuese Take to Opium. 


May it not Ije from sheer weariness aud 


waut of something to do that many Chi- 
nese take to the opium pipe? In most 
places in China organized gambling is for- 
bidden. With tho exception of nn occa- 
sional game at shuttlecock or kite flying, 
only at lixed seasons, there are no outdoor 
sports. The Chinese rarely walk for pleas- 
ure. 
As already stated, interiors arc com 


fort less. There is no social intercourse be- 
tween respectable men aud women. There 
is not sufficient house room, privacy or 
light, for reading after dark. How is time 
to 1>3 killed? 1 think that the monotony of 
existence may be one of the chief causes of 
opium smoking. 


Ou the whole, though at Canton I was 


in contact with opium smokers almost 
daily aud made a point of seeing as much 
us possible of native life, the seamy side 
of opium smoking did not obtrude itself 
much iipon me. Just as in an English 
coast town one may daily see the flaring 
light of the giu palace, the besotted faces 
of occasional loafers, tho bedraggled gar- 
ments, and infer therefrom great Tiiiscry 
behind it all, so one might fairly infer 
great misery from the spectacle of numer- 
ous opium dens, cadaverous faces and tat- 
terdemalion garments in Canton if one 
should sec them, but I did not see them 
obtrusively, though, as I said before, I was 
daily poking my nose into all sorts of nooks 
and corners. Xaturally a medical mission- 
ary will see a great deal more of the seamy 
side.

After vainly puzzling over it 
Governor Curtin came to me for the solu- 
tion, and on learning it offered to open a 
basket of champagne for the man or wom- 
an who could inako the animal gallop lie- 
fore the voyage was over. Kobody srot the 
reward, and afterward 1 brought; out the 
puzzle through the American Xews com- 
pany. It spread to the extent of 1,000,000,- 
000 copies. P. T. Barntnn took it up first 
for advertising purposes and ordered it in 
10,000,000 lots. 


•' These are not the piizzlesI nm proud of, 


however. The bes'. problems arc those that 
have u. mathematical or scientific basis. 
The trick is to work out your puzzle from 
its scientific basis and then <o to conceal 
the foundation iis to make, it imperceptible 
to the public. Take the problem of tho 
two squares, the large one surmounted at 
oue corner by a smaller one, the exterior of 
the side of the larger forming the side of 
tho smaller. They may he of auy si?cs 
provided they are perfect, squares. The ob- 
ject is to divide the ligtiro into throe parts 
| which will form a perfect square, aud its 
solution is based upon the famous forty- 
seventh problem of Euclid. Similar in 
nature is the Sw'iss flag trick, although 
based upon a different demonstration. 


"One interesting trick, arithmetical in- 


stead of geometrical, I picked up from .1 
little Swiss maiden of 7 years whom; ac- 
quaintance I made ar Altdorf. She played 
it with a daKy, challenging auy of our 
party to be.it her at if, the game being to 
pick off cither one or two petals at a time 
aud the object to leave the last petal to 
your opponent. Xo matter who played 
Ilrst the child beat us every oue. 
After- 


ward I studied out the problem and have 
since made a game of it." 


Others of Mr. Loyd's arithmetical puz- 


zles arc tho Columbus puzzle, a, combina- 
tion of figures to IK- added up in a certain 
way, 
and the centennial puzzle of 1871S— 


to add up the numerals 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, li, 
8 aud 0, usin^ each but once, so as to make 
the sum lOti 
To get this result fraction* 


must bo used. Since his wirly childliooil 
Mr. Loyd's mathematical bent has been 
very strong, and he frequently receives let- 
ters from the most famous mathematician; 
in this country and Kngland asking for 
his solution of various knotty problems. 


Hundreds of ohess problems of his in- 


vention have Ixjeome famous, aud he Is 
probably tho foremost formulator of chess 
problems iu this country, If not in the 
world. His first prize for a problem was 
taken when he was but 14 years old, auc 
be has taken scores of others since.—Xew 
York Sun.

Oceim Gambling;. 


Not many years ago gambling was car- 


ried on to suoh iin extent ou board At- 
.antic liners, says Chambers' Journal, as 
to call lor prohibitive action on the part 
of the various companies concerned. 
Card plnying, not only in the smoking 
rooms, but also in privrtte cabins, was 
indulged iu to a simply ruinous extent. 
Organized gangs of sharpers continually 
traveled Hack and forth between New 
York ftild Quoviistown and doubtless 
made a handsome living out o£ their pro- 
fession, for proi'essiou it was, needing 
an expeit handling oC the cards, only to 
he gained by long and constant practice, 
a cool head and quickness o£ perception 
in reading character. 


In continence of the concerted action 


o£ the companies high gambling ap- 
parently disappeared, the only practical 
results obtained, however, being surface 
ones, us passengers now, instead of opeu- 
ly throwing gold coins or notes ou the ta- 
ble, 
ube only silver or copper coins, these 


acting simply as counters, representing 
whatever value the players assume to 
them at the beginning of the game, 
"nap" and "poker," the two favorite 
games, the former for the younger men 
as a rule, the latter for the more sea- 
soned heads, and play still goes ou mer- 
rily, even though some one lands penni- 
less in New York in consequence.
